DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-11, 13-18, 20, and 21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 8, and 15, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 

suggest an InterWorking Unit (IWU) for interfacing a plurality of client devices to a 
MPLS network with a IWU switch node receiving a second MPLS frame with an 
improper inner label and a proper outer MPLS and transferring the second MPLS frame 
to a second designated IWU edge node. The second designated IWU edge node not 
transferring the data transported in the second MPLS frame to a designated client 
device that is improperly designated by the inner label of the second MPLS frame. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
